ically. 
But Brainerd is g row in g in 
the sense that the people w ant mo e 
and more com forts and conveniences 
provided publicly, and in that sen se— 
in the sense of public service given 
and benefits obtained, 
Brainerd 
is 
grow in g. 
The people can have ail 
such conveniences th ey w ant, but the 
people must be prepared to pay for 
them . 
You pay for them in several 
w a y s— by pa yin g h ig h er taxes, h ig h ­ 
er rates for public u tilities, and m ak­ 
ing greater co n trib u tio n s and dona­ 
tions. 
To keep up w ith the demands, 
som e people m ust pay 
more 
freely 
than they have paid, some more jud i­ 
ciously and som e m ust econom ize in 
their personal 
extravagances. 
B ut 
from now on you m ust prepare your­ 
self to go stronger in these matters, 
fr Brainerd is g row in g . 


Two Ways of Providing Revenue 
The most com m on m ethod of rais­ 
in g revenue is by taxation. 
For a 
person to go out a m o n g 
his 
fellow 
citizen s and urge h ig h er taxes is like 
tak in g your life in your hands. 
But 
it must be done. 
In every city conics 
a tim e when you m ust dig deeper in ­ 
to your pockets to enable keeping up 
w ith the times, and u n less those upon 
whom authority and responsibility in 
local affairs rest b rin g the sad new s 
to you and tell you that the city is 
g r o p in g and its exp en ses increasing, 
you w ill never k n ow about 
the 
cir­ 
cum stances, and the result 
is 
that 
your city goes backw ard. 
Your popu­ 
lation m ight increase, but your town 
goes backward in progress and de­ 
velopm ents. 
A nother common m ethod of obtain ­ 


in g money is to subscribe to a fund. 
That entails a great deal of charPv 
work and is too unequal in its dis­ 
tribution of effort and labor and too 
uncertain of results. 
Often it is nec­ 
essary to advocate th is method, a l­ 
though it is very w astefu l of tim e and 
energy. 
Much of this w aste could be 
spared if the public would interest 
itself more in its local 
affairs. 
To 
understand local problem s m eans that 
increased taxes w ill be frow ned upon 
le<6, and if the finances of the city 
are ample, definite and logical chan­ 
nels for adm inistration w ill be pro­ 
vided to carry out properly all desir­ 
ed projects. 
I shall speak no more 
of tit is, but these few words p ertain­ 
in g to revenue are m entioned because 
revenue has some bearing 
in

follow s. 
What We Have Done for Grown Ups 
A bout 
IO years ago. during th ' 
tim e w h ile I w as president 
of 
the 
Commercial club, the county agricul­ 
tural agent project w a s launched by 
the state. 
I took an interest in the 
m ovem ent, got behind it, and Crow 
W in g county fell in 
line 
promptly 
and the state sent us a man and we 
have had an agricultural agent ever 
since. 
W e have done a big variety 
of th in g s intended to help the farm ­ 
er ’s cows, horses, pigs, poultry aud 
grains, and improve h is m achinery, 
but w e neglected ourselves.

For e x ­ 
ample. some people in Brainerd are 
objecting to the price they

Good w ater and plenty water 
is more of a necessity to us than an y ­ 
th in g else on earth; yet we w ill spend 
freely for m ovies or other pleasures 
and ignore ourselves h yg ien ica lly and 
physically. 
N ow w e have a county 
and a school nurse and social work­ 
ers and we are d oing a little better 
by ourselves 
the hum an engine. But 
w e have not gone far enough, and we 
have made a m istake. 
We spend too 
much tim e and m oney repairing our 
hum an en gin es w hen we ow e it to 
ou rselves to develop better ones in 
th e first place. 
W e are too w asteful 
of tim e, energy and m oney w hen we 
depend on m aking over and repairing 
grow n-u ps instead of g iv in g better 
tra in in g to our youths. 
G row n-ups are stran ge contrivan ­ 
ce's. R ecently our county auditor ask­ 
ed me w hat I th ought about all these 
efforts at w elfare work in our coun­ 
ty. 
I said, “ W hoop it up; we are do­ 
in g too much for the cow s and seed 
and not enough for the man h im self” . 
He replied that the county com m is­ 
sioners were g e ttin g dubious about 
sp en d in g more and were contem p lat­ 
ing obtain in g a straw ballot at toe 
prim ary election this sp rin g on that 
question because m any farm ers were 
o b jectin g to the cou nty 
agent,

CANADIAN m u s l i m s MENACER 


W e y e s t e r d a y discussed the new Canadian tariff’ law for th e 
valuation of imports, which provides that in valuing imports for 
the purpose of levying: tariff duties no depreciation of foreign 
currency should be recognized in excess of 50 per cent. 
In that 
article we explained how Germany, with her greatly depreciated 
currency evades the Canadian law by sending German-made goods 
to Holland, there to be repacked, and shipped to Canada as prod­ 
ucts of The Netherlands, where there is no depreciation in cur­ 
rency. 
Being valued in terms of Dutch currency, therefore, the 
Canadian valuation law docs not apply on tthe goods in levying 
tariff duties. 
Grievous as this complaint is, however, Canadian manufac­ 
turers have an even greater one against commission men and 
jabbers of their own home country. 
They have discovered that 
British brokerage and commission concerns buying large quanti­ 
ties of German-made goods paid for in depreciated German cur­ 
rent* y, taking them to England and there repacking and re-labeling 
them and sending them into Canada. 
In this way the British con­ 
cerns not only evade the Canadian valuation law but, in addition, 
obtain the benefit of tlhe preferential tariff rates which Canada 
gives to British imports, a preference of about 30 per cent. 
Canadian industries are becoming very much alarmed over 
the situation. Unless they can find a way to keep out the increas­ 
ing flood of cheaply made goods, they fear they will be driven out 
of business. 
Sentiment among the manufacturing interests in 
Canada is rapidly coming around to the same viewpoint as that 
of American manufacturers who advocate the American valua­ 
tion plan—the only really fair and practical plan of adjusting 
tariff duties on imports.

II KO II DAN'I ZI NO DEPARTMENTS AND JU REAPS 


T h e r e h a v e been persistent reports o f friction in President 
Harding’s Cabinet caused by carrying out his reorganization plans, 
but it is stated by those intimately involved in the format ion of 
these plans that reports and rumors concerning alleged bitterness 
among members of the Cabinet in connection with what had been 
described as “encroachment on each others’ departments,” are 
wholly without foundation. 
There may be differences of opinion, however, and in an ef­ 
fort to smooth out any differences which might exist concerning 
reorganization of the various departments and bureaus, President 
Harding is this week holding individual conferences with members 
of his official family. 
It is said that this plan was decided upon at a Cabinet meet­ 
ing when the report of Walter K. Brown of Ohio, chairman 
of the joint Congressional commission on reorganization of .gov­ 
ernment departments and bureaus, was considered. The President 
is said to feel that the views of his Cabinet, expressed individu­ 
ally, would enable him to form a speedy decisions, and wind up 
the entire matter so far as his part in the plan is concerned.

D e s p i t e tho evident belief of many people to the contrary, 
the civil service is not intended to be an asylum for all who have 
succeeded in becoming attached to it, regardless of their com­ 
petency. 
This side of the question should call for no argument. 
It should also be equally well understood that civil service regula­ 
tions, with respect to holding on to jobs, ought never to apply to 
those officers who must use discretion in relation to matters of 
administration affecting the policies of the Administration itself. 
If officers of this class are to be inviolate in their positions, govern­ 
ment by political parties might just as well cease, and it probably 
would cease as civil service becomes more and more a bureaucratic 
institution bulwarked by a sort of divine right. 
The present administration is acting with great patience un­ 
der vexatious circumstances, and it will win the applause of go'lier- 
minded men ii' it does a thorough job and reforms civil service 
reform to a permanent reformation. 


REJECTED SER V in : MAN RECOR MEED 


T he War V eterans’ B ureau recently announced a ruling by 
which thousands of young men who were passed by draft hoards, 
but later were rejected at training camps, are eligible for admis­ 
sion to national homes for disabled soldiers. This is an important 
ruling, and many of those interested will no doubt hasten to take 
advantage of it. 
It should be understood, however, that tlhese men are not 
eligible for compensation under the law. 
Many claims for com­ 
pensation from them have been disallowed because there was no 
medical evidence showing that there was an aggravation of their 
disability between the short period of induction by draft boards 
and their rejection at training camps.

LEGEND LIVES ON 


Another Explanation of Lost Con­ 
tinent of Atlantis. 


Students of History Are Coming to the 
Belief That There May Be Quais 
of Truth. 


A story of tho perhaps ant lieutic con­ 
tinent of Atlantis has recently iii»- 
ponred from tho poll of Scott Elliot - 
that submerged land in which interest 
Lh heightened by the fact that so little 
la really known about it.

At these several

place of land and vice versa. 
The traditional deluge conforms to 
the last of these hypotheses, w hich i a 
also the basis of the legend of the lost 
city of Vs. 
It explains, moreover, the 
confused memories of certain ancient 
peoples relative to a large island lyipg 
beyond th® Pillars of Hercules, our 
modern Gibraltar. 
Plato, and others before him, spoke 
of the invasion of Greece by a people 
from a distant land. 
There were gold- 
covered temples in this land and won­ 
derful orchards and forests, and its in­ 
habitants dwelt in peace and prosper­ 
ity under the scepter of Neptune’s de­ 
scendants. 
But, it was related, tills 
people fell Into evil ways, so that J u ­ 
piter rolled the ocean over tv.eni, and 
nil perished. 
These happenings, ignored by us, 
barely punctuate the mists that en­ 
shroud the hundreds of centuries that 
have come and gone; yet it is none the 
less true that hum an kind vaguely 
cherishes the belief in these gigantic 
earth movements concerning which so 
many

vanced. 
Diodorus of Sicily mentions 
tho hypothesis of a violent disturbance 
In the M editerranean, which, traveling 
through the straits of Gibraltar, over­ 
whelmed Atlantis beyond.
